PRICES ARE SLIGHTLY LOWER TO LOWER ON A NUMBER OF ITEMS DUE LARGELY TO INCREASED PRODUCTION FROM MARKET GARDEN AREAS 
LOCATED CLOSE TO THE LARGER MARKETS. 


SNAP BEANS ARE MORE PLENTIFUL ON PRACTICALLY ALL EASTERN AMO MIDDLE WESTERN MARKETS WITH PRICES, IN GENERAL, MUCH 
LOWER. SOME PROMOTION MIGHT BE ADVISABLE. 


HOME GROWN SUPPLIES OF BEETS, CABBAGE, CELERY, AND TOMATOES ARE INCREASING 
AND PRICES IN MOST MARKETS ARE DECLINING. 


SHIPMENTS OF WESTERN CARROTS ARE MUCH LIGHTER WITH CENTRAL CALIFORNIA FURNISHING 
THE BULK OF THE SHIPMENTS. OCALLY GROWN CARROTS ARE MORE PLENTIFUL ON EASTERN MARKETS. ‘ 
SUPPLIES OF CALIFORNIA ICEBERG AND Bic Boston Ss ARE MUCH HEAVIER ON MioDLE WesteRN AND EASTERN MARKETS, RESULT= 
ING IN A CONSIDERABLE PRICE DECLINE ON MANY MARKETS. N NORTH EASTERN MARKETS, HOWEVER, PRICES, IN GENERAL, ARE A LITTLE
